The In- 
terborough representatives said that they 
still adhered to the demand that the

This agreement 
affects considerable sums of money, ac- 
cording to information obtained yester- 
day from the city’s conferrees. The total 
construction cost under the Interborough 
offer is $135,780,000, which includes, on 
the company’s 20 per cent for ex- 
tras. The figures of the city’s conferrees 
based on the experience on the present 
Subway and on the Fourth lAvenue, 
Brooklyn, Subway, show an allowance 
of 7 per cent for which difference 
of 18 per cent. on $135,780,000 amounts to 
$17 400, half of which would be saved 
o the city, and half to the company.

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RESCUED AT FALLS’ BRINK. . 


Policeman with Pole Has Hard Strug- 
‘gle to Save Demented Woman. 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. ¥., May 10.— 
Mrs. Blizabeth Hartley of Buffalo, 60 
years old, was rescued from suicide at 
the brink of, the cataract to-day by Con- 
stable Thomas Harrington of the State 
reservation police, who was in constant 
danger of being carried over the falls in 
struggling with her. 

Mrs. Hartley entered the water about 
sixty feet above the falls. Her dress 
caught on a jagged. rock about twenty 
feet from the shore and fifteen feet from 
the brink of the falls, There she was held 
until; Harrington reached the bank -with 
a pike pole. Standing in a shore eddy 
and reaching out a arm’s length he was 
able to hook the pike into her dress. Her 
arms were helpless in thé terrific current, 
and she tried by turning her) body to get 
free from the pole, but failed. 

Finally, weakened by her struggles and 
frequent submersions, the woman became 
quiet and was dragged ashore by Har- 
rington and several other men who had 
come to his assistance. 

On the riyer bank, was found a letter 
and a bunch of flowers. The letter read: 

“No longer to be treated as a thing 
demented.” 

At the hospital to-night it was said that 
Mrs. Hartley could not live. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., May 10.—Mrs. Hart- 
ley was an inmate of the State Hospital 
here. She had beén on parole for sev- 
eral weeks, and left the institution to- 
day with the intention of taking a place 
in @ private family. She had shown 
no signs of hor mental trouble for three 
months. :

Mayor Wanted to Make the Wager 
with Marc Klaw,. Theatrical Man. 


Mayor Gaynor offered to bet Mare 
Klaw, the theatrical manager, a hat that 
he was mistaken at a hearing held yes- 
terday by him on a bill passed by the 
Legislature giving the courts the power 
of review over the decisions of the Police 
Commissioner in’ granting theatre. li- 
censes.

Hatchet Buried by County Chairman 
and Leader Strasbourger. 


Samuel 8S. Koenig, newly elected Presi- 
dent of the Republican County Committee, 
and Samuel Strasbourger, one of his 
strongest opponents at the meeting on 
Tuesday night, publicly buried the hatchet 
last night. The occasion was the installa- 
tion of Mr. Strasbourger as President of 
the Central Republican Club, the regular 
organization in the Thirty-first Assembly 
District, of which John B. Lyon is leader.

Month Now Deported as Insane. 


Magéelena Beck, a German girl, pretty, 
and only 18, came six months ago to live 
with her relatives at 18 Pellington Place, 
Brooklyn, to make her fortune. Yester- 
day she was deported, her reason gone as 
a@ result of a night spent in the quagmires 
of Jamaica Bay. 

The girl left heft home on April 1 for 
a walk and wandered, no one knows how, 
into the swampy ground which surrounds 
Jamaica Bay. She did not return to her 
home, and that night men heard cries 
coming from the marshes. They searched 
but .found no one, and it was not until 
the next morning that they saw the gir! 
stumbling about in the marsh. 

She led her would-be rescuers a chase 
for two miles over the marshes, and when 
they caught her it was evident that she 
had lost her reason. She was sent to the 
insane asylum at Kings Park, L. I., 
where she was identified by her relatives, 
and for a time it was hoped that she 
might recover, but when it was seen that 
this was impossible her deportation was 
ordered,

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YOUNG MEN CAPTURE 
ARMY AND NAVY CLUB 


Growing Insurgent Movement 
Culminates in Victory at 
Election of Governors. 


OBJECTED TO G. A. R CONTROL 


When it Meant Antagonizing South- 
etn Members — Also Project for 
Larger Clubhouse Was Thwarted. 


The storm which has been brewing in 
the Army and Navy Club for weeks broke 
last night when the younger members 
completely routed the G. A. R. members 
of the organization, electing their entire 
ticket of eight new Governors. 

Behind the election is a long story of 
increasing feeling on the part of the 
younger members that the older members 
were, at least unintentionally, preventing 
the best usefulness of the club and clos- 
ing its doors to many who would like to 
come in. 

It was said yesterday that many of 
these older men were mémbers of the 
Washington Post, G. A. R., and that they 
still felt there was a North and a South, 
to such an extent that when Southern 
men, whether. West Pointers or members 
of the National Guard in Southern States, 
camé here they were made to feel that a 
difference existed between them and their 
Northern fellow-members. One prominent 
Brigadier General of the National Guard | 
from a Southern capital was quoted as 
saying that whenever he came to New 
York it gave him a great pleasure to meet | 
with the younger members of the club, | 
but that the older men, particularly the! 
G. A. R. men, were cold to him. The 
member of the club who related this said 
he had known or heard of a number of 
such statements and that the insurgents 
planned to take the management of the 
club out of these men's hands, so as to 
make such things as these impossible 
in the future. ¢ 


Another reason given for wishing a 
change in management was that some 
of the members wanted to extend the | 
clubhouse through from Forty-third to;

DRIVER FIGHTS MOB 
BESIDE DEAD CHILD 


Plies Whip on Men Who Rush 
Car as Women Join in Cry 
of “ Kill Him!” 


POLICEMAN SAVES HIM 


Rioters Overturn Car, Then Rush Drug 
Store, Where Their Quarry Takes 
Refuge—Riot Square Ends Affray. 


Sixteen-month-old Bernard Winegold 
ran into the street from the steps of his 
home at 176 Madison Street early yes- 
terday evening and was struck and run 
over by a horse car driven by Frederick 
Hines. . Instantly men and women came 
running from nearby houses, gathering 
around the car, beside which knelt Mrs. 
Winegold, sobbing ang crying for ven- 
geance. 

Fines, who had pulled his horses up 
before the rear wheels of the car had 
passed over the child, sprang from the 
platfcrm to lift the small body from the 
tracks when a man struck him, Instantly 
there came cries from the rear of the 
crowd: 

“Kill him. He killed the child. Kiil 
him.” 

Women’s shrill voices sounded high 
above those of the men, urging them to 
take vengeance. The driver ran back to 
his platform and seized his whip. As 
many were behind the car as menaced 
Hines in front, and there was no escape 
for the driver or for Max Munccinsky, 
the conductor. 

Several men sprang on the front plat- 
form. Hines swung his whip and the 
leader screamed and sprang back, his 
cheeks bleeding. Other mtn leaped to 
take his place. In a moment a dozen 
were struggling for a foothold on the 
platform, where Hines, white with fear, 
swung his whip as fast as he could raise 
and lower his arm. 

From the crowd still came the walling 
cries of women, who had worked them- 
selves into & frenzy of excitement, call- 
ing. to the.men to drag the driver from his 
car. 

“Get him! He killed a child!” sounded 
from all sides. 

Despite the lashing whip half a dozen 
men had their hands on Hines and were 
pulling him from the platform, when Po- 
liceman Carbonell, on the front platform 
of an approaching car, saw the riot 
and fought his way to Hines’s side. 

The driver was exhausted. He surren- 
dered the whip to Carbonell, who fought 
back the crowd. Then he sprang to the 
side of the child, and, grabbing a raincoat 
from the arm of a man, he flung it over 
the small body, and was about to pick 
it up when the crowd rushed at the car. 
Men put their shoulders beneath it and 
upheaved it, flinging it over on its side. 

Within were half a dozen men and a) 


few women. They had been cowertays | 
frightened, in the middle of the car, but 
now they rushed for the doors. All got) 
off except a woman, who fell with the) 
overturned car. She was flung to the 
avement and stunned for a moment, but 
efore Carbonell could reach her. she 
staggered to her feet and disappeared. 

The policeman had grabbed up the body 
of the child, and calling to ines and 
Munccinsky to follow him, dashed through 
the crowd to a drug store at Pike and 
Madison Streets. He got the door locked 
just as the angry men and women rushed 
on the drug store. 

The door withstood the first rush, and 
before it could be repeated the reserves 
of the Madison Street station ran up. 
They fought a way through the crowd 
and gathered about the door of the store 
to which presently came an ambulance 
from Governeur Hospital. 

Dr. Eberle took one look at the child 


!and said the boy must have died instarit- 


ly. The body had to be taken to the 
olice station, therefore, and to do it 
e police formed a riot square. In the 
centre of this walked the driver and con- 
ductor and Carbonell carrying the body. 
The crowd completely surrounded the 
little square of policemen and from. the 
outskirts of it brickg and other missiles 
and again the po- 
licemen. were struck,’ but they kept their 
ranks and reached the station. The crowd 
collected about the station house door 
and it was some time before Hines and 
Munccinsky dared venture out, 
Meantime the railroad company had sent 
another crew for its car. It was com- 
pore wrecked. Every window was 
roken and most of the woodwork was 
destroyed. .

TEMPTED TO BOUNCE THESE 


Most Attacked When .Doing Good

AGUA PRIETA ABANDONED. 


Federal Force Also Leaves Naco, a 
Border Town, to the Rebels. 


DOUGLAS, Arizona, May 10.—Without 
explanation, Federal forces to-day evac- 
uated Agua Prieta and Naco, border 
towns on railroads running to rich mining 
districts in- northern Sonora. Col. Diaz, 
who recaptured Agua Preita after hard 
fighting two weeks ago, led his 600 
men out of there this morning, after a 
night spent in destroying fortifications 
that had been thrown up recently. The 
orders to leave must have been sudden, 
for his soldiers were still engaged yes- 
terday in entrenching themselves. A 
small volunteer force that had held Naco 
also departed from there this morning. 

Rebel commanders in the Sonora cam- 
paign took charge of Agua Prieta to- 
night and set up a temporary State Gov- 
ernment. It will be perfected to-morrow. 
Gen. José Perfecto Lomelin, commander 
of the.rebel forces in Sonora, has sent 
temporary officers here, and police have 
been posted to patrol the streets. Anac- 
telo Giron and 700 insurgents are ex- 
pected to arrive to-morrow ta garrison 
the town. 

Col. Diaz is apparently going to Can- 
anea, a big mining camp which has been 
threatened in the last few days by large 
bands of rebels. A corresponderit foi- 
lowed his army in an automobile and saw 
it go through the Cananea Pass to the 
southwest of Agua Prieta. Its passage 
Was not oppos by the rebels, but they 
may be waiting somewhere this side of 
Cananea. Another explanation of the 
march of Col. Diaz lies in the news that 
Hermosillo, the State capital, has been 
surrounded by Yaqui -Indians. 

Leading ‘ren here believe that sses- 
sion of Juarez, Agua Prieta, and Naco by 
the rebels will result in the closing of the 
Custom Houses. With Naco closed all 
provisions and other supplies for Cananea 
and intervening points on the Naco Rail- 
road must pass through Nogales.

MEXICO CITY, May 10.—At the re- 
quest of the diplomatic representatives 
of two of the European countries which 
have large and justly alarmed colonies 
in; Mexico City, Ambassador Wilson 
last evening issued invitations to the 
heads of diplomatic missions having 
large colonies here to meet at the 
American Embassy this afternoon for 
the purpose of discussing local condi- 
tions. Z 

The meeting; was informal. . It’ was 
attended by the chiefs of the missions 
from Great Britain, Germany, France, 
Italy, Spain, Belgium, and the United 
States. They exchanged views on the 
situation. The meeting will be resumed 
to-morrow. There seems to be no rea- 
son to doubt, from the informal ex- 
changes of views which have already 
taken place, that the meetings will re- 
sult in harmonious and reassuring ac- 
tion. 

Permission was granted this morning 
by the Government, at the request of 
the Chamber of Commerce, for mer- 
chants. in the capital to arm them- 
selves, their clerks, and servants. This 
precaution has greatly strengthened the 
cause of law and order. Should the 
meeting of the Diplomatic Corps result 
—and there is every reason to believe 
that’ it will—in the -foreign colonies, 
with the approval of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment, taking common action with 
the National Chamber of Commerce the 
result would be to place at the disposal 
of the authorities a force of 5,000 or 
6,000 reserve police or special consta- 
bles, composed of Mexicans and for- 
eigners,-to be called upon in an emer- 
gency. In that case I think it can be 
said without undue optimism that the 
lives and property of all in the capital 
would be as safe as though they were 
on Manhattan Island. 

While it seems to me that the people 
are overwhelmingly sympathetic to the 
revolution, all Mexicans here are united 
in a feeling of national pride over the 
gallant resistance the Federal troops 
mace atsJuarez against the overwhelm- 
ing numbers of the insurgents. 

The gunboat Juarez steamed. from 
Vera Cruz to-day, supposedly for Ha- 
vana, to meet Gen. Reyes. The idea 
seems to be that .as it is generally 
understood that Reyes is coming to 
assist or to sueceed Diaz, the rebels, 
who are in overwhelming strength in 
Vera Cruz, might stop him, .and the 
Government plans to avoid this by’ 
embarking him on the gunboat and 
landing him at Tampico.

TO KEEP JUAREZ PORT OPEN. 


Governnrent at Washington Will Rec- 
ognize Madero’s Customs Officers. 


(FASHINGTON, May 10:—To what ex- 
tent Gen. Madero has benefited by the 
capture of Juarez in changing his status 
in the eye of international law the offi- 
clals here are not disposed at present to 
declare. Offhand, however, it is said 
that the United States will be obliged to 
recognize his de facto control of Juarez, 
an international port of -entry. In the 
end he will be" ablg to receive merchan- 
dise through his thstom house and collect 
tariff taxes. It is‘true that when Agua 
Prieta for a short time was in possession 


of the rebels the American custom house 
at Douglas, adjoiring that place, was 
closed by the Collector, preventing the ex- 
change of goods. It is admitted that had 
the ‘rebel occupation continued for a iew 
days longer the action of the Collector 
would have been disavowed and trade 
relations between the two towns would 
have been re-established. 

The question of the recognition of his 
belligerency now assumes the first de- 
Sree of importanee to Maderd, as under 
such conditions he could get arms freely. 
Without doubt, through Senor Vasconce- 
las, the acting head of the junta here, an 
effort will be made to secure such recog- 
nition from the State Department. Indi. 
cations are that such a request will not 
be granted, for the present at least. 

There is this serious objection to doing 
so: By that act the Diaz Government 
would be relieved of all pecuniary respon- 
sibility for any damage inflicted upon 
Americans by the rebel operations. ‘The 
large American business interests in Mex- 
ico which have suffered severely by the 
insurrection would raise a strong protest 
against the adoption of a course that 
would prevent them from securing reim- 
bursement for their losses. 

Another considePation is that it would 
oblige our Government to treat the Diaz 
Government precisely as it does the reb- 
els in the matter of denying them the 
right to import arms and munitions of 
war, and would subject :American goods 
entering Mexico to seizure as contraband 
at the whim of the rebels without any re- 
course. ; :

IT. KELLY ¥ 
AIRSHIP WR 
Army Airman Suffers Fractured 


“Skull in. Fall. at“Sari Antonio 
and Dies: an Hour: Later. . 
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CARTER AND STAFF PRESENT 


Only. Up Five Minutes When Mishap 
in Control EQuipment Prevented His 
Shutting Off Power.

SAN ANTONIO, ‘Texas, May 10.—Second 
Lieut. George E. M. Kelly of the United 
States Signal Corps, one of the four army 
aviators -on duty with the division of 
regulars mobilized here, was killed this 
morning when a Curtiss aeroplane he was 
flying got beyond control, after which it 
ran through the air for over a hundred 
yards, and crashed to the ground, bury- 
ing Lieut. Kelly in its wreckage. 

The machine was reduced .to splinters, 
the only parts of 4t left intact being the 
engine and the rear plane work. Lieut. 
Kelly suffered a fractured skull and died 
in the Fort Sam Houston Hospital an 
hour later. He never regained conscious- 
ness. The accident happened about 7:30 
this morning, in full view of Gen. Carter 
and his staff and hundreds of soldiers. 

The exact cause \of the accident will 
probably never be known,, although the 
board of officers from the Signal Corps 
who investigated the accident are of the 
opinion that it was due to a break in 
some part of the controlling méchanism, 
making it impossible for Kelly to shut off 
the power when he realized his peril. 

The accident happened about one hun- 
dred yards from Gen, Carter’s headquar- 
ters. The young officer had been in the 
air about'five minutes, and Major Squier, 
Chief Signal Corps officer, had comment- 
ed on the fine flight he was making, 
when the aviator pointed his machine 
downward for the purpose of making a 
landing. The machine was going at a 
speed estimated at between forty and 
fifty miles an hour. It shot down, appar- 
ently under perfect control, and landed a 
few feet away from one of the main 
driveways that intersect the mobilization 
camp. Kelly could he-seen working fran- 
tically at the steering wheel as the ma- 
chine descended, and when it struck the 
ground everybody breathed a sigh of re- 
Hef, believing the officer was safe. 

But the unexpected happened. The ma- 
chine ran along the groun/’ for ten or fif- 
teen yards and. the: the fork into) which 
is fitted the front wheel, struck some.ob-! 
struction and a moment later the pro- 
peller began to revolve at a wild speed. 
It could be seen that the left’ part of 
the machine was absolutely beyond the 
control of the aviator. It suddenly shot 
forward for several yards, an’ then as- 
cended to an altitude of betweer fifteen 
and twenty feet. I¢ darted through the 
air in the direction of the Bleventh Infan- 
try camp, tumbling and rolling like 2 
wounded bird. The officer could be sce 
working at the broken controller, but 
those who witnessed the sight say that 
at no time did he have a chance to 
escape with his life. 

The machine gave a last tumble in the 
air and fell with a crash to the ground 
Kelly was pitcned out just as it started 
downward. The aviator and the machine 
struck the ground at the same instant. 

Major Squier, Lieut. Foulois, «Frank 
Coffyn, the Wright aviator, and a troop- 
er were the first to reach the side of 
the dying aviator, whose skull was 
crushed. He lay under the wreckage of 
one of the planes, his face to the ground 
The ambulance came up a moment later. 
Lieut. Foucar of the Medical Corps, in 
charge of the ainbulance, examined Lieut. 
Kelly and informed Major Squier that he 
was mortaliy hurt. 

By this time a troop of the Third 
Cavalry galloped up /and formed a cor- 
don around the pla¢e where Kelly lay 
dying. Lieut. Foucar, aided by. troop- 
ers, picked him up and hurri him to 
the hospital, where Major Hutton, the 
Chief Surgeon, after examining him said 
there was no chance to save his life. 
An hour and ten minutes later he died. 

Others near when Kelly was _ killed, 
besides Gen. Carter were Col. Stephen 
Mills, Chief of Staff; Lieut. Col. Ladd. 
the Adjutant General, and Col. Birming- 
ham, Col. Straub, Capt. Leonard, and 
Capt. Craig. all of the division staff. 
The whoie camp knew of the accident 
within a few minutes after it had hap- 
peged, and on ull sides the deepest feel- 
ings of regret we expressed for the 
unfortunate aviator, “who was one of the 
most popular members of the army 
corps. 

As soon as order was restored Major 
Squier appointed a board of three signal 
officers to investigate the accident. Lieut. 
Paul W. Beck, chief of the corps, was 
President of the board, the other members 
béing Lieut. Fovulois and Lieut. Walker. 
After a hearing thag lasted several hours 
the board reported that atmospheric con- 
aitions were good at the time of the ac- 
cident, that Kelly’s first landing was.a 
good one, and that the cause of the ac- 
cident was due tO a break in some part 
of the control equipnient which made im- 
possible the management of the engine 
and planes. ©The report ha& been for- 
warded to Gen. Ailen, Chief of the Sig- 
nal Corps, in Washington. 

The accident to Lieut. Kelly ts the third 
within the last ten days. All of them be- 
fell the same Curtiss aeroplane in which 
Kelly was flying. Lieut. ‘alker figured 
in the, first accident. On that occasion, 
in making a turn, the machine got out of 
his control and fell 150 feet before’ it 
righted itself. Lieut. Beck was the victim 
of the next accident. He fell over 200 feet 
and landed in a mesquite tree. The ma- 
chine was badly wrecked. When Lieut. 
Kelly went up this morning it was the 
first time the machine had been in the 
air since its mishap with Lieut. Beck. 

Lieut. Kelly came to San Antonio about 
six weeks o with Lieuts. Beck and 
Walker. All had been receiving instruc- 
tion from Glenn H. Curtiss at San Diego, 
Cal, and had certificates from Mr. Cur- 
tiss testifying that they were ‘capable 
aviators. hen the Curtiss machine ar- 
rived several weeks ago Eugene Ely, one 
of the Curtiss aviators, was sent here 
to look after the instruction of Lieuts. 
Beck. Kelly, and Walker, o had been 
assigned to fly the machine. Elyj left ten 
days ago to fulfill some exhibition engage- 
ments, and is not due back until May 14. 

Speaking.of the accident this afternoon, 
Major Squier said that, in his opinion, it 
was unavoidable. ‘. 

* Lieut. Kelly,” he added, “‘ was.one of 
the best men in the Signal Corps. He was 
a quiet. unassuming fellow, devoted to 
his work, and gave every promise of be- 
coming one of the army’s most valuable 
aviators. However, we must all remember 
that an aviator’s life is one in which the 
danger phase must be\considered. Orders 
have been issued forbidding further fly- 
ing for the next few days.” ;

Which Seemed to Have Caused a 
Monopoly ‘in Soll Contracts. ©

Commissioner of Accounts Fosdick re- 
ported yesterday to Mayor Gaynor that 


‘| Samuel Parsons, Jr., should be dismissed 


as landscape architect to the Park Board. 
‘Mr. Fosdjck arrived at this conclusién 
(from his investigation of the relations of 
Mr. Parsons with the New Jersey Com- 
pany, a concern which, in 1910, was's 
successful bidder for supplying soil to 
the department, and from gathering the 
opinions of certain individuals as to the 
landscape architect’s general fitness. He 
pointed out that Mr. Parsons had much 
to do with the recent agitation for the re- 
soiling of Central Park, the profits of 
which were likely to fall to the New Jer- 
sey Company. ; 

Though neither Commissioner Stover 
nor Mayor Gaynor..would discuss Mr. 
Fosdick’s report, it was learned that there 
js no allegation that Mr, Parsons profited 
in any way by his friendship with the 
New Jersey Company. The only sugges- 
tion made is that he may have been used 
for the purposes of the successful bidders, 
and it is conceded that nothing has been 
brought to light to throw doubt on his 
personal integrity.. The Park Board meets 
this afternoon, and it is probable that the 
resolution proposed by Commissioner 
Stover on April 6 for, the immediate dis- 
missal of Mr. Parsons will be taken up. 
When Mr.. Stover was asked if he- would 
press the matter, he said: 

“I can’t tell you. I have not yet, seen 
my fellow-Commissioners, and you know 


I have @ great regard for the opinions 
of my fellow-men.” 


To Demand a Hearing, 


Mr. Parsons will attend .the meeting of 
the board with his. counsel, Andrew D. 
Parker, and will.demand a hearing be- 
fore the resolution of. dismissal is 
voted on. i 

“It is easy. enough for the Commis- 
sioner of Accounts to make out a case,” 
said Mr. Parker.yesterdav. ‘‘ We had no 


opportunity to call our witnesses, and we 
shall have no difficulty in showing that 
Mr. Pafsons recommen the resoiling of 
Central Park years d 
Hoff, (who is associated with the New 
Jersey: Commpany,) that the particular 
formula which is supposed to favor 80 
greatly the New Jersey Company was 
adopted only after consultation with the 
most eminent experts in the country, 
and that if certain men do not value Mr. 
Parsons’s service hly, at least.as good 
authorities have a high opinion of what 
he has done for them.” 

In his report Commissioner Fosdick 
begins by calling attention to the fact 
that in 1910 Mr. Parsons submitted an 
estimate on the cost of: resoiling and re- 
habilitating Central Park, amounting to 

,000, of which $700,000 was to be for 
the purchase of soil, Mr. Parsons had 
recommended ree yw J many times be- 
fore, but the 1910 estimate was novel in 
that it called for the first time for an 
artificially mixed soil composed of 
humus or decayéd vegetable matter, and 
of clay loam. Moreover;*in 1908, the 
specifications for soll for resurfacing 
demanded for the first time soil of a 
certain composition, 25 per cent. clay, 
10 per cent. decayed organic matter, % 
per cent. ammionia, % oper cent. 
phosphoric acid, 4 “per.cent. lime, and 
the remainder sand and slit. In 1908 
and 1909 this soll was to be delivered 
mixed. In 1910 ; clay and the humus 
were to be deliv separately. 

“It further appears,"" says the report, 
“that shortly before the change in the 
specifications of 1908 Mr. Parsons made 
the aéquaintance of an agricultural chem- 
ist, John N. Hoff, who was the manager 
and selling agent of. the Alfano Company. 
This company controlled a tract of land 
at.Great Meadows, N. J., consisting large- 
ly of a deposit of humus. Mr. Hoff and 
his associates engaged in the businéss. of 
selling humus from these lands for resoil- 
ing purposes. In plantings and resoiling 
it is mecessary to mix humus with clay 
loam in order to give it proper consist- 
ency and to produce soil analogous in 
character to garden mold. 

“It so happened that at this time (1908) 
the New Jersey Company of 11 Broadway, 
of which Royal C. Peabody is President, 
was the owner of a defunct terra cdtta 
manufacturing plant in Matawan, N. J., 
and was prepared to furnish the neces- 
sary clay loam. Arrangements were ac- 
cordingly made whereby Mr. Hoff, who 
presently was given.desk room in Mr. 
Peabody's office, sold humus to Mr.: Pea- 
body and purchased from him clay loam. 


Bid Unsuccessfully at First. 


' “ As stated above, in 1908 the Park De- 
partment specifications for the first time 
chemically described the soil to be fur- 
nished. For three of the contracts let 
under these specifications the New Jersey 
Company competed as an unsuccessful 
bidder. It was not until 1910 that the 
New Jersey Company succeeded in secur- 
ing any of the contracts. 

“In that year, as shown above, instead 
of advertising for mold as hitherto, the 
Park Department specifications called for 
the separate delivery of humus and clay 
oam. At Mr. Parsdns’s s estion the 
following clause was inserted in the new 
specifications: 

The organic mold furnished must be well- 
disintegrated sun-dry humus from land un- 
der cultivation, 

“This clause exactly described the con- 
ditions under which the humus controlled 
by Mr. Hoff and his associates and sup- 
eg by thé New Jersey Company is ‘to 

found. Mr. Hoff’s land at Great. Mead- 

ows is under cultivation as a truck farm 
and the sun-drying process is employed in 
preparing the humus for sale.’ 

Mr. Fosdick goes on to assert that the 
words in the 1910 contract, ‘sum dry’ hu- 
mus from land under cultivation, ‘‘ have 
practically limited the source of supply, 
as far as the New York market is con- 
cerned, to the lend controlled by John H. 
Hoff and his associates.’’ Three other 
competitors have appeared in the bid- 
ding, it is admitted, Charles L. Doran, 
the Evergreen Contracting Company, and 
the Humus Products Company, but Mr. 
Doran is quoted as testifying that it 
was impossible to obtain humus from 
land under cultivation. Charles J. Daly 
of the Evergreen Contiaeeng Company 
gave evidence of the difficulty of get- 
ing it, and»the Humus Products Com- 
pany, it is declared was organized by Mr.

On 
the second page of the text of the book 
Mr. Parsons recommends the use of hu- 
mus secured from some _ thoroughly 
drained swamp which has been long cul- 
tivated, an accurate description of Mr.

Law Better Than Preachers as Soul

The Sullivan bill ukes the carrying 
of concéaled weapons a felony, requires 
those using revolvers and small arms to 
obtain licenses from police Magistrates, 
and provides for the registration by deal- 
ers in firearms of all persons who buy 
revolvers or similar weapons. Senator 
Ferris, the onJy member who spoke in 
oppositjon, offered an amendment re- 
moving the licensing feature. This, he 
said, was unworkable and would prove 
a hardship to those who desired to have 
pistols in their homes for théir proteo- 
tion, 

“Have you a gun factory in your dis- 
trict?’ Senator Sullivan asked of Sen- 
ator Ferris, who represents Oneida 
County. 

“There is a factory there,” was the 
reply. 

“Would you oppose this bill if. that 
were not so?" 

“That fact is not my reason for Op- 
posing the bill in its present form,” 
Senator Ferris said. ‘‘ Your bill, won’t 
stop murders. You can’t force & burglar 
to get a license to use a gun. He'll get 
one from anothér State.”

HIS STRANGE LONDON HOUSE 


Mania for Lights, Pictures, Colors, 
and Flowers One of His Peculiari- 
tles—Pet Dog Died Last Week. 


Special Cable to Tam New YORE Times. 

LONDON, May 10.—" The Great La- 
fayette,” who undoubtedly lost his life 
in the Edinburgh theatre fire last night 
while trying to save his horse, settled 
down in England three years ago, tak- 
ing a house in Tavistock Square, Lon- 
don, on a ninety-nin lease, which, 
he cheerfully remarked, was leng 
enough for his personal use. No mat- 
ter to what part of England his engage- 
ments took him, he returned to London 
for Sunday. He loved to entertain in 
his house and to show his guests the 
rooms. 

The color scheme of the interior is 
mauve and violet. The walls of every 
room and of the staircase are covered 
with pictures, and lights of various col- 
ors are arranged for each picture in 
order to get the effects Lafayette ad- 
mired. 

He had a mania for lights, pictures, 
colors, and flowers. His rooms were 
crowded almost uncomfortably with 
things he collected, and there was al- 
ways an extravagant profusion of flow- 
ers.evérywhere. One room of the house 
is decorated with a dado of small scenic 
sets similar to stage models. Each one 
has a distinct electric installation, so 
that it can be lighted to represent the 
scene in sunshine, evening glow, or 
moonlight. , 

To show these things to his guests, 
who in most cases were members of his 
own profession was one of Lafayette’s 
great pleasures at his regular Sunday 
evening entertainments. His own inner 
self, however, was never revealed. He 
seldom put aside any of that reserve 
of manner that rendered him so mys- 
teriously interesting to all who knew 
him. 

A framed notice im one reception 
room of the house was worded\ as fol- 
lows: ; 

“You may drink.my wine, you may 
eat my food, you may command my 
servants, but you must\.respect my 
dog.” : 

He kept several dogs, but there was 
one called Beauty that he was devoted 
to: Her portrait is painted on the 
front_of the house in Tavistock Square 


between the windows of the first floor. 
She accompanied him everywhere, to 
the gountry, and in those rides in his 
motor car that, once seen, illuminated 
with electricity inside and out, as it 
ran.in the London strets late in a dark 
night, could never be forgotten. It was 
painted silver gray, and its fittings 
were solid silver. Snakes of steel car- 
ried the lamps, and bronze statuettes of 
Beauty adorned the,bonnet. .There, in 
the brilliantly lighted car, rode Lafay- 
ette, the man of. mystery, and his dog 
was always with him. 

Beauty’s embalmed body now lies in 
an Edinburgh hotel. She died last 
Thursday, and for a time Lafayette 
was so upset that he refused to appear 
that night. Yesterday he went to a 
monument maker and ordered a memo- 
rial stone for Beauty’s grave costing 
$1,000. Then he -went to a cemetery 
and bought a vault for $300. Being told 
that a dog could not be buried in con- 
secrated ground, he-said he would keep 
the grave for himself and would have 
the dog buried with him. 

The dog’s funeral should have taken 
pla to-day. The animal's body lies 
surrounded with Iilies and adorned with 
jewels. Beauty possessed a collar stud- 
ded with gold plates and diamonds, and 


her picture sitting beside bags of gold

The iron fire curtain 
was hastily lowered, and the audience 
which at first thought that the burst of 
fire was‘a part of the spectacle, escaped 
with little panic. 

Those behind the scenes, having secured 
the safety of the audience, made a mad 
rush for the exits. When the fire was at 
its height the iron curtain fell in upon 
the ae 

According to some of those who es- 
capee from the rear exits, a trained lion 
belonging to Lafayette got loose during 
the panic and blocked the stage door, 
through which the performers: were at- 
tempting to escape. Lafayette, it is said, 
had a desperate struggle with the beast 
before hé& got him out of the way. 


“\The Great Lafayette" was born Sig- 
munhd Neuberger. Ten ears ago an 
American court legalized his stage name. 
He was about 40 years of age. and will 
be well remembered in: New York, where 
his spectacular methods of advertising, 
including tandem drives.in Central; Par 
attracted as much attention as his act.

Mayor Talks Hopefully of Results of 


His Visit to Catskill Region. | 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEWBURG, May 10.—After Mayor Gay- 
nor, Commissioner Thompson, Chief En- 
gineer Waldo Smith, and Department En- 
gineer Ridgway of Poughkeepsie had in- 
spected the work doing on the Catskill 
aqueduct they journeyed on to Cornwall, 
arriving there at a late hour yesterday. 
They were met at what is known ab the 
West Shaft by Division: Engineer Swift, 
B. F. Harrison, Superintendent, of the 
West Shaft, and John* , Watts, Secre- 
tary of theyMason & Hanger Company. 
Upon their arrival at the shaft prepara- 
tions were madg for the party to go down 
into it. They donned oil suits, and were 
lowered to the bottom of the hole, which 
is about 1,100 feet below the surface. An 
inspection was made of the general con- 
ditions of the work, and also of the prep- 
arations for the installation of the cage, 
which will be ready In a week or so. 

After their ascent from the shaft the 
party were taken over to the Hast Shaft, 
on the other side of the river, in the city 
launch, where they “inspected the work, 
but did not go below the surface. 

:The Mayor expressed the intention of 
going to Cornwall again in a short time 


to make a trip down in the cage, which 
will be finished at that time. 


Mayor Gaynor returned to the city yes- 
terday from his two days’ trip over the 
Catskill water works with ater Com- 
missioner Thompson and _ President 
Strauss of the Board of Water Supply. 
He commented at-length upon his ob- 
servations, and said that he believes the 
water from the new system ~will be 
turned on within te doy © 

“IT have no objection to telling you 
why we inspected the Croton water sys- 
tem last Friday and the new Catskill wa- 
ter system yesterday,’ said the Mayor. “I 
have been devoting much time to the 
water of the city in the last two months, 
as much as.I possibly could. The Croton 
water system ran very low last year. We 
started with 104° billions of gallons in 
storage, and ended in December with only 
82 billions. This year we start with only 
52 billions of gallons in storage. If this 
Summer proves to be as dry as last Sum- 
mer, you can see where we will end as 
well as I can. I do not want to alarm any 
one, but I should hate to see the Boroughs 
of Manhattan and the Bronx put on a 
half ration of water. Over in Brooklyn 
there is no shortage whatever. 

**Owlng to the shortage. here, the great 

uestion is to get the Catskill supply into 
the city mains as soon as possible. The 
main thing standing in the way in the 
Catskill work: is the track of the Ulster 
& Delaware Railroad Company. It runs 
right through the basin of the proposed 
reservoir and across the dam at two 
places. Until we get the railroad out of 
the w the dam and the reservoir can 
never completed. The railroad has 
been relocated around the sides of the 
mountains or hills, but the statute is that 
we-cannot take possession of the bed of 
the old railroad until after the money is 
paid for it. If we began condemnation 
pecopecings we might not get possession 
of it in five years. The usual way of 
statutes Ig that the city takes possession 
of the property on the beginning of the 
condemnation proceeding. I took this 
matter up with the Board of Water Sup- 
ply immediately after I reconstituted 
that board the appointment of Mr. 
Galvin and Mr. Strauss. The company 
had on file a:claim for damages of $3,000,- 
000 against the city, and the city also had 
to pay it for relocating and rebuilding the 
section of the railroad that had to be re- 
moved. This, they claimed, would cost 
$2,000,000. We took the matter up and 
have been in constant negotiation, while 
the principal noise and talk in the city 
have been on entirely different topics. 

“I went up to Croton last week to look 
over the whole ground, and up to the 
Catskills yesterday and looked over the 
whole ground there with a view to seeing 
how soon we could get the Catskill water 
down to the city. I also saw Mr. Coyken- 
dall, President of the railroad, at Kings- 
ton. I am glad to say that our negotia- 
tions are resulting in a settlement satis- 
factory to the city. We shall, I think, be 
able to settle the $8,000,000 claim of the 
company for $1,200,000, and have the rail- 
road relocat and built by the railroad 
company itself for $1,500,000. I have been 
all over this from stem.to stern, and I am 
satisfied that thée™settlement will be ad- 
vantageous to the city. 
settle the matter now it will mean at least 
one year’s delay in getting the water to 
the city. One year’s interest on the in- 
vestment so far will be about $8,500,000, 
SO you see that it is not to the interest of 
the city from a financial point of view 
to have any delay. The claims of the 
company were filed several years ago, but 
nothing was: ever done with them. I 
meant to take them up last Fall, but I 
had to delay a little for reasons which I 
do not need to mention.

MR. PARSONS AND THE PARES. 

Commissioner of Accounts Fospick 
has prepared a report upon the 
“charges” Drought against Mr. Pan- 
sons, the landscape architect of the 
parks, and it is reported that the Board 
of Park Commissioners will proceed 
this afternoon to dispense with Mr. 
Parsons’s services, It is not credible 
that they should have the hardihood 

to dismiss Mr. PARsOWS on an ex parte 
showing without giving him the benefit 
of a public ‘hearing. 

The desire to get rid of Mr, Paxsows, 
we imagine, did not arise out of the 
condftions reported upon by Mr. Fos- 
pick. Mr. Parsons has for many years 
been the defender of the city’s parks 
against the wild and crazy schemes of 
political Park Commissioners. He has 
stood in the way of some of the plans 
which Mr. Stover, with great enthusi- 
asm, has put forward for the diversion 
of the parks from their proper use, 
plans which would have resulted in 
Ttobbing Central Park of its beauty and 
attractiveness. Mr. Parsows has been 
in the way of these gentlemen; they 


want to get him out of the way. We 


should suppose the friends of the parks 
would have something to say in a pro- 
ceeding of this nature. The charges 
are to be considered by the Park Board 
at 8 o'clock this afterneon. Not to 
speak of common decency, ft would be 
an orderly and proper proceeding to 
give Mr. Parsons a hearing, in order 
that he may make a reply to what has 
been sald against him. We commend 
to the Park Board the serious consid- 


eration of \that course.

AMENDING THE PERFECT LAW. 

Senator Kenyon favors us with a 
copy of hig bill of which the first seo- 
tion provides that every individual con- 
victed under the Sherman anti-trust 
law shall be imprisoned, without the 
alternative of a fine, and even though 
the act so punished were done by the 
individual as a corporation official. As 
@ prosecutor the Senator has not been 
able to make the law bite, but he pro- 
poses to remedy this in his capacity as 
a maker of the law. The law certainly 
is a criminal statute, and the way to 
enforce it is in some way to create a 
realizing sense that a breach of it is an 
act of the game character as counter- 
feiting, or robbing the mails. The 
trouble with this otherwise perfect law 
is that business men persist in doing 
business without attention to it. More 
combinations in restraint of trade have 
een organized within a month than 
all the prosecutors have “ busted 8 
since the statute was enacted. “And 
the Senator's great exémplar tn trust 
busting has put on record his regret 
that juries acquit the rascals even 
when it fs possible merely to fine them. 
How 4 the Senator proceed under 

endment if the juries persisted 

in acquittal, and perhaps were all the 

more indulgent toward the lawbreakers 

because of the seriousness of the pun- 
ishment? 

The Senator will see that what the 
case really calls for is an automatic 
conviction wpon the mere fact of in- 
fringing the statute, without a trial, 
and without the risk of acquittal by a 
jury. It-is preposterous that lawbreak- 
ers. should escape jail because of any 
technical difficulty about Conviction 
before juries guilty of the same offense, 
and therefore tender about punishing 
it. If only all violators of the Sherman 
anti-trust law, the most popular law 
ever enacted, were behind the bars life 
would be easier and happier for the few 
outside jail. / 

Representative Luyr of. this State 
yesterday impiously-introduced another 
amendment of the perfect statute. He 
proposes rather to draw some of its 
teeth than to sharpen those which ‘it 
had at birth, The Representative 
thinks tha Juries aoquit because the 


cept for the statute, ‘nd 
men do regardless of it. He would 
amend the law by making it apply only 
to unreasonable ‘restraints of trade, 
such as juries would condemn, since 
good citizens do not care to commit 
acts in unreasonable restraint of trade, 
and would have:no ‘oompunctions about 
convicting those proved guilty, of such 
heinous conduct. ‘This really would 
make the statute bite. Nobody would 
know whether or not he were a candi- 
Gate for jail until he had taken the 
verdict of a jury about his conduct. 
An act which the criminal might have 
thought reasonable the jury might find 
unreasonable, and, of course, the. ver- 
dict of the fury would prevail. This 
is a better way to fill our jails than 
the other, and all we lack for perfect 
happiness is that all the violators of 
the only perfect statute should get their 


deserts. 


Hope springs eternal, but, alas! 
“Man never is, but always to be blest.” 
Happiness and prosperity by Repre- 
sentative Lzevy’s route are unattainable, 
A committee of Congress, which gave 
the subject all the care which the 
Representative neglected, has formally 
reported, that to amend the statute in 
this manner would be “ calamitous.” 
The perfect statute would be hopelessly 
blemished by such en amendment. 
Under our effete laws a man has a 
right to keep out of jail if he can by 
obeying the laws, and to that end it fs 
essential that the laws shall command 
in such a way that they can be obeyed. 
There have been attempts to punish 
railways for charging what juries 
might hold to be “ unreasonable ” rates, 
and the Judges have declared that such 
laws were bad, unless the statute set 
up @ standard of reasonableness, so as 
to give notice to those wishing to obey 
the law how they may do so, and 
escape jail by avoiding unlawful acts. 

It is to be feared that there is no 
way of amending the perfect statute 
by another statute, necessarily more 
tmperfect than the original. Neverthe- 
less we are so sympathetic toward the 
Objects of Senator Kmunron and Repre- 
sentative Lavy that we offer them our 
advice without charge. After the Chi- 
nese penal code has provided punish- 
ments for every act its authors could 
think of it concludes with an omnibus 
clause reading: 

Whoever is guilty of improper con- 
duct, though not a breach of any spe- 
cific law, shall be punished at léast 
forty blows, and when the impropriety 
is of a serious nature, with eighty 
blows. 

The spirit of these degenerate times 
might balk at punishment with blows, 
Dut a term of imprisonment would be 
suitable for any man who did business 
according to the general custom of 
merchants, or otherwise acted improp- 
erly. The old-fashioned idea was that 
only acts condemned by general moral- 
ity were contrary to law and policy. 
We have changed al] that. The acts 
now thought most heinous are those 
contrary to a statute forbidding what 
all men of business are agreed in think- 
ing desirable trade arrangements.

PROMPT ACTION NEEDED. 

Why has not Directar Smirn of the 
Geological Survey at Washington 
waked up sooner to the fact that he 
has not yet compiled data, showing 
whether the control of the “ strategic 
areas” of watersheds in the White 
Mountains and in the southern Appa- 
lachians will promote or protect the 
navigation of the streams that spring 
therefrom? Does not Director Surrn 
know that, by his tardiness, he has 
jeoparded an expenditure of $2,000,000, 
which must be made intelligently be- 
fore June 1, or not at all, for a work 
approved by Congress? 

Director SmiTH complains that he is 
charged with blocking the appropria- 
tion. He says it is wrong to assume 
that he has the power to determine 
what are navigable streams arising in 
the “strategic areas,” or that he has 
prejudged the case of any area. The 
newly created Forest Reservation Com- 
mission is empowered to say what 
streams are navigable. But, under 
the act, Director Smirn’s certification 
of contemplated purchases is vitally 
necessary. By delay, he oan prevent 
any purchases being made. He has 
only just started his field investigators 
toward North Carolina and Tennessee; 
his promised examination of the ereag 
in the White Mountains !s stfll prom- 
ised, not performed. We understood 
that, in both sections, the ground had 
been gone over again and again by 
scientists of ‘the Geological Survey and 
by other scientists. How long will 
Director SmirTx’s new investigations 


take? 
TALES TO THE FARMERS. 

Our President and the Canadian Pre- 
mier have the farmers on their hands,

all to the interests of some has passed,

There are farmers 
who will profit by the reciprocity 
scheme ag well as sothme who fear that 
they may lose by it, ‘and propose to 
change their politics in consequence, 
This was well illustrated in Canada, 
where-a delegation of Western farmers 
waited upon the Premier to tell him 
what they would do to him unless hé 
supported reciprocity, and a delegation 
of Eastern farmers told him conff- 
dentially and for publication that they 
must oppose him unless he opposed reci- 
procity. His answer was not different 
from Mr. Tarts. ike the President, 
he told his petitioners that they were 
wrong in their fears that reciprocity 
would harm them, and that he must 
follow his convictions against theirs, 
adding: “ My last word to you is that 
it is impossible that any law which we 
can pass will be equally acceptable to 
all Bach class of the ‘community 
must be prepared to make some oon- 
cession to the common good.” 

That is the theory of our Govern- 
ment also. No policy can be proposed 
equally acceptable to all interesta, The 
hation which asks for reciprocity, and 
expects to benefit by tt, is willing 
to make what’ recompense it can to 
the farmers, and the farmers’ free list 
is the complement to reciprocity. Th 
reform of the tariff in its relations to 
the manufacturing interests will come 
in time. It is not necessary to do 
everything at this session, and it fs 
well to save the rest of the tariff for 


another campaign, or severel of them.

THEY DO IT IN BOSTON. 

They already cover from dirt and 
flies foods @isplayed for sale in the 
open air, on the sidewalks, and in the 
public squares of Boston. Boston's 
Board of Health has ruled ft, Boston's 
police enforce the rule. 

Police Commissioner Crorssr points 
to Sections 45 and 46 of the Sani- 
tary Code of this city, imposing a sim- 
flar decree. If the police of New York 
are as active and sealous as Boston’s 
police we shall see no more heaps of 
cuts of meat on blocks and end boards 
at the sidewalk entrances of the mar- 
kets. In Boston new. showcases of 
giass display the meats, and tall cabi- 
nets with sliding glass doors show the 
poultry. Nor ere the strawberries ex- 
posed, nor are pastry, bread, pies, or 
any fruits placed where the “ typhoid 
fly"’ can reach them. It is said that 
there are no files in the City of Lon- 
don. In New York, a smaller city, 
there should be none. Commissioner 
Cropsrr instructs the police to serve 
summonses on all dealers in foodstuffs 
violating the code provisions. It is 
only decent that they should be made 
to keep their goods clean. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Whether Harrr 
Gorrm, the man who 
wouldn't “go out” 
the Law wnen his 800 fellow- 
Contemptible. enpioyes in the Bliss 
Projectile Works struck for shorter hours, 
acted wisely or unwisely in thus separat- 
ing his immediate and personal interests, 
as he saw them, from the larger and ultl- 
mate interests of his associates, as they 
saw them, is a question that might be 
argued at great length, probably without 
changing a single opinion now held. 
What is certain, however, is that Gorrim 
had a perfect legal right to remain at 
work if he chose, and certain is it, too, 
that the duty of a police is to protect 
him in the exercise Sf that right. 

From the existence of that duty it fol- 
lows inevitably that interference by any- 
body with the police in its performance 
should be prevented by inflicting what- 
ever degree of inconvenience or pain may 
be required to make the interferers cease 
from troubling. This the. police are not 
doing. They have, indeed, convoyed Gor- 
rip back and forth from his work, as yet 
safely, but they do it under a shower of 
missiles, and they either are not permit- 
ted, or think they are not permitted, to 
defend themselves with their clubs from 
these dangerous attacks by an angry mob 
of strikers’ or strike sympathizers, They 
are reduced to this disgraceful inactivity, 
according to report, by the belief that 
the Mayor will give a favorable hearing 
to anybody who charges a policeman with 
misuse of the club, and that the resulting 
trial is almost sure to end more or less 
seriously for the accused, no matter what 
exouse he may offer for what he did. 

The Mayor, we feel sure, would deny the 
accurady of this belief, but he would 
hardly deny its existence or that for its 
existence the common. understanding of 
his views is fn at least some measure re- 
sponsible. So nearly intolergble is the 
state of affairs which has thus been cre- 
ated, so disastrous have been the effects 
of what we hope is a misinterpretation of 
his wishes and ofders, both in weakening 
police discipline and efficiency and in en- 
couraging the vicious to violence and dis- 
order, that it seems to us imperatively 
necessary for him to make clear his po- 
sition.

THOUSANDS. FOLLOW HEARS 


Car Driver Tries to Break Through the 
Line and Is Attacked, but the ; 
Police Rescue Him,

More than’ 5,000 members of the congre- 
gations of the east side synagogues fol- 
lowed the body of Chief Rabbi. Jacob Brown 
Weiderowitz. yesterday through Henry

At each synagogue the procession halted 
while choirs, stationed on. the synagogue 
steps, sang funeral dirges and chanted 
prayers for the repose of. the Chief Rab- 
bi’s soul. It was the largest east side 


funeral since the death of Chief Rabbi 
Jacob Joseph nine years ago. w 

To b prevent a repetition of the scenes of 
disorder and riot that attended that pro- 
cession, seventy policemen surrounded the 
ree, keeping the people in order and 
preventing any attempts. of traffic to 

reak through the funeral procession, es- 
pecially while it was pausing for the 
services in front of each s ie. The 
y disturbance occurred when the driver 
of an Bast way horse car att 
to urge his horses through the crowd 
while the funeral dirges were being sung 
in front of the Talmud Tprah School in 
Bast Broadway. 

The crowd made way until the car was 
nearly alongside of the héarse, and then 
pet A voices began to be heard in the 
crowd, : 

“Make it go back,” some shou and 
many cried that the action of the driver 
was disgraceful. Those in front struck 
the horses, while others laid ‘hold of the 
car and pulled it backward, taking the 
horses th it. The driver resisted at 
first, but the arrival of policemen, ‘who 
ordered him to stop trying to force his 
way through, quelled the disorder.

DECREASE IN STEEL ORDERS 


Unfilled Tonnage of Steel Corporation 
Smaller by 228,000 Tons—Transac- 
tions in Short Term Investments.

Trading on the Stock Exchange was 
even more lifeless than on either of the 
two earlier days of the week, and the 
record presented at the close of the ses- 
sion was devoid of interesting feature. 
The movements of prices presented some 
irregularity, but by far the larger num- 
ber of stocks showed net declines. This 
was, perhaps, natural in view of‘ the 
fact that the day’s one important item 
of‘ information direttly bearing on the 
stock market, namely’the United States 
Steel Corporation’s monthly statement of 
unfilled orders; was unfavorable. United 
States Steel, the stock most directly con- 
cerned, sold off %, and the almost 
negligible movement in this stock clearly 
reflected the absence of trading initiative. 
It showed, too, that those upon whose 
operations the Stock Exchange has lately 
been almost entirely dependent for such 
meagre activity as has been shown, were 
content with a position of idleness. 

The last of the monthly uhfilled order 
statements of the United States Steel 
Corporation to show a loss in tonnage 
previous to the statement issued yester- 
day, was the January statement which 
showed that at the close of 1910 the 
unfilled orders had decreased to 2,- 
760,000 tons, the low record in the Steel 
Corporation’s history. The three subse- 
quent reports showed increases which 
brought the unfilled tonnage at March 31 
up to 8,447,000 tons. Yesterday’s return 
showed a loss of 228,000 tons during the 
past month, which leaves the unfilled 
tonnage Only 108,000 tons above the show- 
ing at the close of January. The earlier 
information that the April orders of the 
corporation averaged about 25,000 tons 
a day, and the fact that the corporation's 
furnaces have lately been operated at 
less than 65 per cent. of capacity, pre- 
pared the way for an unfavorable show- 
ing in yesterday's tonnage figures, but 
these served, nevertheless, to emphasize 
the present great slackness in the steel 
trade. Reviewing the present position of 
the industry, particularly in reference to 
the current price situation, The Iron Age 
in its weekly summary says that the fact 
is ‘‘that buyers are too indifferent even 
to make a serious effort to depress the 
market.” All of this leaves no uncer- 
tainity regarding the present depression 
in the steel trade, but there are elements 
in the situation the working of which in 
the not very distant future may very 
well bring about a change much for the 
better. 

The establishment of a new high price 
for New York City 4% per cent. bonds 
was an incident in yesterday’s bond 
trading on the Stock Exchange. At the 
moment bonds of the very highest grade 
are in relatively better demand than 


| bonds in the intermediate class which 


lately enjoyed much greater activity than 
has been displayed during the last few 
days. An interesting feature of current 
transactions in short term investments is 
the fact that this market has been buy- 
ing back from Europe blocks of varios, 
corporation note issues which were placed 
on the other side during the last few 
months. The explanation lies in the fact 
that the present extreme ease in our own 
money market supplies a market for 
these short term investments better than 
that which can be commanded in Europe. 
The movement here seems to be toward 
stilt easier rates, offerings of funds by 
local. institutions suggesting a willing- 
ness on the part of lenders to accept 
even lower rates than those recently 
quoted. Money for use until next Jan- 
uary. or February was being offered 
yesterday as low as 3%. Short term 
securities maturing at dates up to the 
month of December are being bought 
on a 8 per cent. basis, and notes running 
until March of next year are being taken 
on a 8% per cent. basis. At the beginning 
of the fortnightly settlement in London 
yesterday, 3 per cent. was charged for 
the carry over of American securities, 
which compares interestingly, as bearing 
on the relative cost of carrying stocks 
here and in London, with the prevailing 
rate of 2% per cent. or less for call loans 
in this market. Renewed buying of En- 
glish railway stocks for the new account 
brought some improvement in those !s- 
sues yesterday following the past month's 
reactions in these shares, which was the 
sequel to the sustained upward move- 
ment which they had previously enjoyed.

At the office of the company in 
Front Street yesterday it was denied 
that there were any plans for the building 
of additions to the Yonkers plant, but it 
was admitted that the San Francisco 
project is still under consideration. 

AAI, Platt, one of the active Directors 
of the company. said that the Fedcral 
Sugar Refining Company would welcome 
any Government investigation that Con- 

ss might undertake.

Reformatery Schodi Not Properly 
Equipped. and Work Ineffectual, 
Says State Inspector. 


The second day's session of the New 
York City Conference of C ties and 
Correction was held in the United Chart- 
ties Building yestérday to-discuss public 
institutions, the preservation. of families, 


and the care of the sick. Under the firét poet 


criticisms were made in the morning upon 
the fnadequacy of the arrangements for 


schooling and reformation on Ward's} i 


Island. 

In the afternoon, under the subject of 
** Families,” it was urged that children 
be kept at home rather than in institu- 
tions, wives of deserters receiving from 
the State the procéeds of their husbands’ 
work while he was imprisoned, and wid- 
owed mothers receiving a pension from 
the State in proportion to the size of their 
families. 

Mgr. William J. White presided in the 
morning, and read the report of the Com- 
mittee on Public Institutions. He em- 
phasized especially the need of better 
wages for hospital help in order to get 
more efficient service. In three months 


of 1910, he said, there were 2,420 dis- 
missals for intoxication and other causes 
out of an average of 2,236 employes in the 
department. He urged also the need of 
establishing a home for inebriates, where 
drunkenness can be treated scientificall iy. 
instead of the present treatment of sen 
ing rich drunkards to sanitariums and 
poor ones to\jail. 

A paper on Backwell’s Island was read 
by Commissioner Drummond of the De- 
partment of Public Charities, and dis- 
cussed by Dr. Charles B. Bacon, General 
Medical Superintendent of the institution. 

Much interest was manifested in a dis- 
cussion of a paper on the reformatory at 
Hart's Island by Commissioner Whitney 
of the Correction Department, Inade- 
quacy of the present facilities there were 
pointed out by State Inspector of Chari- 
Hes James H. Foster, who said: 

‘The Overseer is now the only Tespon- 
sible officer of the institutio He is 
General Superintendent, School ncipal, 
Director of the Industrial, Department, 
disciplinary officer, storekeeper, and what 
not. The reformatory also needs a com- 
plete Se separation from the Branch 
Workhouse, a separation not sufficiently 
had ided by the new plan of erecting re- 
ormatory buildings at the north end of 
the island. ; 

“Everywhere on Hart's Island the 
striped garb of the tonvict confronts you. 
Groups of them pass to and fro within 
eg mone © distance of the reformatory in- 
mates hey supply tobacco, forbidden at | 
the reformatory, and slyly speak with or | 
taunt the reformato inmates, even at} 
chapel services. The influence on the re- 
formatory boys is inevitably degrading 
and hardening. 


The Reformatory School. 


“In the reformatory School there are 
some 200 pupils, two teachers, assisted by 
a keeper, to preserve order, and inmate | 
monitors to instruct. There are almost | 


ino textbooks, in fact, none except read- 
lers in the pupils’ hands; no proper wall 
|}maps, no pens, pencils, paper, or even 
slates for writing. Instruction is con- 
fined almost exclusively to reading and 
arithmetic, and is not planned in rela- 
tion to the work of the industrial de- 
partments. All this tends to make the 
work of the school ineffectual.” 

At the opering of the afternoon ses- 
Sion these officers were elected for the 
1912 Conference: President, Thomas M. 
Mulry; Vice Fresidents, William Church 
Osborn ee L. Schiff, and Mra. 
Jesse T. Duryea; Treasurer, Edmond J. 
Butler; Secretary, John B. Prest; As- 
sistant Secretaries, Mrs. Robert G. Clark- 
son, Patrick H. Bird, and William FP. 
Dodsworth; Executive Committee, Thom- 
as M. Mulry, Johnston De Forest, Mrs.

The afternoon session, devoted to a dis- 
cussion of ‘‘ Families,’’ was preSided over 
by Mrs. Robert G. Clarkson, who read 
the committee report. She\ urged the 
necd of keeping mothers in the homes to 
bring up thetr children, and — no 
institution, however well planned, ores 
take her place. She re too, t 
need of establishing healthful recreation 
cen to take the pldce of saloons’ and 
dance hatls. 

Mrs. William Einstein, President of the 
Widowed Mothers’ Fund Association, 
read a paper on “ The Keeping Together 
of Families,’ especially as concerned the 
reservation of the families of deserting 
usbands, eonsumptives, or widows. She 
favored the method in use tn Washing- 
ton of imprisoning deserting husbands and 
aE a over the proceeds of their work 
while in prison to their families. In the 
case of -~vidows she urged the adoption 
of the System in vogue in Kansas City, 
where the Judge of the Juvenile Court is 
empowered to pay a regular pension to 
widows with children from a fund placed 
at his disposal, the payments to be made 
only when the widow remains at home 
to care for her children insiead of 
hee outside.- Only such a system, 
she said, could end-the breaking up of 


families. 

Cyrus L. Sulzberger, President of the 

conference, in discussing Mrs. Einstein's 
paper, said that the Board of Hstimate 
already pays $117 a year to.a widow tak- 
ing care of another widow’s child. 
I presume the city would also pay 
Widow No. 1 an annual $117 for taking 
care of Widow No. 2’s child. The only 
condition the city at present seems to at- 
tach to {ts payment of relief to widows 
seems to be that they must tend scme- 
body’s else’s child. Would it not be 
equally economical and. infinitely, wiser 
for the city to pay. widows for main- 
taining their own children? ”’ 

Dr. Henry Bright Chapin said that 
under no circumstances whatever should 
infants be placed in Institutions. Inva- 
riably, he said, despite’ the best insti- 
tution, the lose weight and contract 
communicable diseases. Two-thirds of 
the children placed with private families 
are saved and thrive. 6 said all in- 
pbs ee | purely for infants ought to be
